Men remain co o ped up in tenements, 
wo rk fo r $1.2 5 o r $2 a day at hard 
labo r fo r the priv ilege o f eating infer­ 
io r fo o d and liv ing in inferio r ho uses, 
with no recreatio n ex cept what they 
can find in a cheap salo o n o r a can o f 
beer o n a dirty back po rch, when they 
might be liv ing a life which millio n­ 
aires enjo y and seek. 
The great wo o ds o f the no rth—o f 
upper W isco nsin, o f Michigan, o f Min­ 
neso ta, o f Canada—o ffer free the o pen­ 
ings fo r which tho usands are fighting 
in the great cities. 
One-fifth o f the 
po pulatio n o f a great city asks o nly 
a liv ing—and that is o pen to them, 
free and welco me if they will wo rk 
up in the wo o ds. 
That a man with $2 0 and an ax can 
go into the w’o o ds o f the upper pen­ 
insula o f Michigan and liv e happily , 
co mfo rtably , and in the midst o f plenty 
in the mo st healthful 
surro undings 
has been demo nstrated. 
Also it has 
been sho wn that a jnan with that 
same capital can go into the v ro o ds 
and liv e o n less than $2 a week with­ 
o ut try ing to make mo ney , do ing o nly 
the wo rk that is required fo r his o wn 
co mfo rt and co nv enience— witho ut any

bank was established in 169 5. 
Today 
there are but ten banks in Scotland, 
seven doing nine-tenths of the busi­ 
ness. The chief characteristics of the 
Scotch sy stem is the rig ht of banks 
to issue the one-pound note, as the re­ 
sult of which Scotland retains today 
her paper currency alm ost to the ex ­ 
clusion of m etal currency , while the 
reverse is true of Eng land. 
Mr. Bly th m aintained it was the 
one-pound note which 
enabled the 
netw ork of branch banks to be m ain­ 
tained in Scotland and which encour­ 
ag ed the saving s of the poorer classes.
